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LIBEL SUITS. 


There are awaiting trial at the present 


term of the Superior court in Pittsfield 
st'vtral libel suits. These suits are nat- 
urally of considerable interest to all news- 
paper men, because there is no certainty 
when any newspaper may not be in- 
volved in such suits, and this fact, in con- 
nection with that of the general feeling 
of fraternity among newspaper men, leads 
us to reflect somewhat here upon the 
justness of the average libel suit. Xor do 
we believe our views are biased because 
of the fact that newspaper men are in the 
position (or always liable to bei of the 
rascal who never "felt the halter draw 
with good opinion of the law." Because 
we recognize that the press has a wide 
field for accomplishing both good and 
harm, and when harm is done, intention- 
ally or carelessly, the offender should be 
made to settle. The editor who acts un- 
professionally, or uses his quasi-official 
position as public censor to the detriment 
of the public or any individual or associa- 
tion of individuals should be held to strict 
accountability. 


But it is hard to believe that the public, 


takes into account the constant liability 
to do injustice to which an editor is neces- 
sarily subject in his news gathering. It is 
at once obvious that his greatest desire is 
to get the new. and get it right. But his 
iH'ttt must often be gotten in n hurrj, 
must be gotten through such sources a-> 
art at hand, for the public demands of th<; 
piv-,s that it give the news at once and, i f 
not the news, the rumors of news that arc 
afloat. Time on a daily paper does not 
admit of cyclopedic exactness or the de- 
tail of scientific research. Thus it often 
happens that a wrong name, a wronp 
place, or the details of a story gotten from 
only one of the interested parties leads to 
an error which may result in a libel suit. 
A:;d «t the same time, no one more re- 
greis the- error or is more willing to cor- 
rtc-t it than the offending editor. What 
more can he do, and after he has done so 
ho\v jnncli injury is possible to any party . 
wl-oat lir-;t may have been placed in a 
wrong light ? 


A c-;ise in point seems to be that of the 


Pitt^tield Eagle's in the present term of 
thr Superior court. That paper, with an 
e^taMi-Ji'/d reputation for fairness and 
bo]>fMy,mi!de an error in publishing some 
ti-.K'ittn p. report statinglhat one Freder- 
ick S. Folwell, an Englishman,employed as 
gnrdiu-r by Anson P. Stokes at Lenox, had 
e:ubt//led several thousand dollars from 
hi- employer. 
Immediately afterwards 


the Eagle denied the report in full, hav- 
ing leal ned it was doing an injury to Fol- 
wcll, and it remedied the matter us soon 
a> possible. 
Then, probing the case 


thoroughly, armed with a telegram 
from Mrs. Stokes, it made a sweeping 
denial of the charge, thus setting Mr. Fol- 
well aright. The error, so far as was in 
the power of the proprietor of the paper, 
was corrected. Yet the paper is now in- 
volved in a suit for *10,000 damages. 
The 


charge of malice is made, when the edi- 
tor's profuse and honorable apology, as 
well as the certainty that the error was 
eau.-sed only by misinformation, are facts 
that show the baseless character of the 
charge. And as for any damage to the 
man's reputation, \ye submit if it is not 
reasonable to suppose that he is in a better 
position before the public than so Jthe 
charges had remained as unpublished, 
gossipy rumor instead of being so publicly 
denied as untrue through the Eagle's col- 
umns. In this instance then, where the 
the error came by just such liability to 
misinformation as must always be the lot 
of a newspaper, wherein is the justice of 
the legal action taken? 


And in conclusion, unless malice or irre- 


parable damage is involved in some publi-' 
cation, would it not be fairer for the public 
in general to remember that its own per- 
emptory demand for the latest news or 
rumors ot news, whether there is time for 
strict verification or not, is some excuse 
for errors that do not necessarily involve 
malice?

Lowell Common Council. 


Deadlock of 
Six 
Months' 


Duration Is Broken. 


City Business, So Long Delayed, Can Now 


Be Resumed. 


LOWELL, June 26.—The Lowell common 


council deadlock is broken. WlIlium F. 
Curtin (Dem.) was last night elected presi- 
dent on tho 10th ballot by tho defection of 
two Republicans from their party associ- 
ates, in consideration of the great needs of 
the city for money with which to carry on 
public business. The meeting was pre- 
ceded by caucuses, as heretofore. 


After two ballots had been taken and 


no election made. Councilman Goward 
arose and said that for six months the 
council had been voting to eloct a presi- 
dent. The firemen, policeinun iiud others 
were waiting for their pay, and every- 
thing is at a standstill. "I think things 
have gone on long enough," he continued, 
"and I shall vote for some member of the 
opposite party for president some time 
this evening and break the deadlock." 


His remarks were recei%-od in silence. 


A few minutes afterward, however, there 
was a very animated scene. Several slates 
were in danger. 
Councilman Garvcy 


(Dem.) wanted a recess. So did Council- 
man Morse (Rup.). Neither succeeded. 


Finally Mr. Garvey said he should vote 


for Mr. Hartwell (Rep.). 
Hut the latter 


withdrew his name, and the Republican 
vote was so scattered that, the 


Garvcy Faction Couldn't Find It. 


Two ballots were takoii in which the 


box was stuffed—that is, -23 ballots were 
cast when there were only 23 members 
present. 


Councilman Cm-tin then made 11 speech 


and a motion by which the members in- 
dividually passed up to the clerk's desk 
and deposited their votes. This stopped 
the ballot box stuffing, and the ballots 
from tile fifth to tho ninth went on, with 
the Republican vote scattered, and that of 
the Democrats alternately upon various 
of their members, according to the order 
previously agreed upon. 


By the ninth ballot it had become evi- 


dent that the Republicans weie waiting 
for the turn of either Couucilmcn Curtin 
or O'Day. and when tho 10th ballot was 
taken a shout from the committee room 


Announced a Chok1?. 


It was Curtin. 
He received 13 votes, 


Councilman Rivet (Rop.) S, and Council- 
man Morse (Rep.) 1. Councilman G'urtiu 
was then declared elected and escorted to 
the chair, where he accepted the office in 
an aopropriate speech. 


It is uncertain whether he received two 


or three Republican vote?. It was neces- 
sary that he receive two at least, assum- 
ing that all his party men voted lor him 
according to agreement; but it is said 
that one Democrat voted for a Republican, 
and that his vote was made good by that 
of a third Republican. 


After the dccUiou was announced the 


chair entertained a motion, which was 
passed, to preserve the ballots, and they 
were placed in the custody of the chair. 
The rules of the count and the joint rules 
were adopted. 


An order was passed for the pnvment of 


bills due and properly approved and a res- 
olution was pai-ecl under :i suspension of 
the rules for a loan of -?SU(J,ui)a in anticipa- 
tion of taxe-.. 


These three votes will enable money to 


be borrowed and tho creditor-, ol the city 
who have waited, many of them 
sis 


months, to be paid.

LOSS TO INSURGENTS, 


Operations In Western Cuba Crippled 


by Killing of Cassalles. 


Childs Filibustering Expedi- 


tion Comes to Grief. 


Some of Its Members Were Reduced to the 


Verge of Starvation. 


WASHtNGTOX, June 28. — Official con- 


firmation has been received from Havana 
as to the engagement between Major 
Garcia Delgade, with his Spanish com- 
mand, and Cassalles, with 
insurgent 


forces. Cassalles and two others were 
killed and the band dispersed,. 


The engagement is said to have been 


specially important because of its locality. 
It occurred on the plantation of Saa Jose, 
near Placetas, province of Santa Clara. 


This is the point, nearest to Havana that 


the insurgents have reached. There was a 
decidedly gloomy feeling over their prox- 
imity to the capitol, because their com- 
mander, Cassalles, first enlisted in the 
Cuban volunteers in the service of Spain, 
and afterward deserted to the insurgents. 
His death, it is claimed, will break up the 
operations nearest Havana. 


Child* Expedition a Failure. 


Word reaching official 
quarters 
In 


Washington, indicates that the filibuster- 
ing expedition which was believed to have 
gone to Cuba on the steamer George 
Childs has met with disaster. The boat 
was located after reaching Jamaica, but 
nothing definite lias ever been heard at to 
the party beyond vaguo statements that 
they had lauded at some remote point on 
thy Cuban ooa-r. 


The last of these reports was two weeks 


ago on the 7th inst., since which time 
there has been no mention of what the 
band was doing. Information uo>v reach- 
ing officials hero Iea.ls to the belief that 
the party did not reach Cuba, but met 
with disaster oif Florida, resulting in ex- 
treme hardship to its members. 


Six of them have returned to Key Wert 


in a famished condition, having lived on 
crabs in the marshes of the keys off tlie 
Florida coast. From the fact that there 
has been no trace of the party in Cuba, 
the officials hero believe that those who 
have suffered such hardships in the key'-, 
swamps are the main baud of the Child-,' 
party. 


In view of the developments as to tho 


Childs' filibustering party, it is not im- 
probable that the United States cruiser 
Ealcigh will turn her attention to them. 
She left Key West two days ago without 
announcing her destination, and it is po-- 
sible she has received the information 
which now readies here.
